SPEECH OF MB. PIKBBEPONT. 


Mr. Pierrepont iaid—Fellow ntizen» : 


When I came into the city a few hoars ago 
I was told that if I came here to speak to- 
night that I would find that thii meeting 
would be broken up.

I will show you soon where these 


forn.:t- omB from and the luxury of 
wl.i '• jour chairman spoke. Will you 
beui »•) h me a moment, gentlemen, when 
I call your attention to some dull figures ? 
[A. voice—"Certainly."] You find a cer- 
tain kind of eloquent logic in them which 
is better than words. On the first of Jan- 
uary, 1869, the debt of the city and county 
of New York was $31,326,000. Between 
that date and July last the oity treasury 
received by taxes and other sources $72,- 
086311. Thus you will sea they have 
received enough to have paid off the debt 
and to have carried on any honest govern- 
ment. • But the Comptroller, on the first 
of July last, reports tbe astonishing fact 
tbat the oity then owed $100,850,216, an 
increase of the debt of $66,218,000, leaving 
172,981,000, making $139,518,000.

When 
Jones aika Smith where hie watch is, and 
he replies "Tip the spout," be wiane* to'b* 
understood that he baa effected a loan on 
it from the gentleman popularly .known as 
"My Uncle, or, in other words, a lionaed 
pawnbroker^ These neonMtry 'and' con- 
venient relative* aid' much warcer bra 
than in Europe, especially i 
where it is hard to aee a street that i* «ot 
ornamented by tbe three golden ball*, the 
sign of the pawnbroklog craft or mystery. 
Pawn-shops abound according 'to' the 
poverty of a people. Where the miatM 
are well off the pawnbroker*; arc few; 
where they are poor, and lire from hand 
to hand, pawn-shops will'inoreaae. 'They 
may be counted in London by hundred*, 
if not thousands. Here'in Hew York 
there are but eight, and of the** two are 
not pawn-shops but loan office*. The dif- 
ference between tbe two f* vary great. 
Tbe pawnbroker is subject to ;tbe law'.oJ 
the state, ean only charge twenty-five per 
cent per annum, and will keep the'goMt 
for one year if the tatenet il unpaid. The 
loan office U an independent tort of affair, 
that charge* anything, the proprietor 
chooses, and *all* tie borrower np if he 
does not pay the eoonud interest at tbe 
end of thirty days. Tbe loan office only 
lena* money on feweby, prsolons 
and works of vertu. The pawnbrokir will 
take in anvthina;, from an anchor to an 
Irisbwoman's thimble, and will advanos 
anv sum from $20,000 to two shilling*.! . 


The bead and front ol the pawabroWnf 


profession is one firm originallr in Ohat- 
ham street. Tbey have three plaecs. tmt 
the chief is midway in tbe Bowery.' Hare 
a brisk bneiners is oonstantly done, but on 
Satarday night tbe plane is in it* foil 
glory. Ordinarily loan* are laspended at 
eunset, but on these occasions "Uncle" 
keeps op*n bouse until ten o'clock. The 
stream that rashes in ell the evening it a 
very varied one, for a pawnbroker's is-like 
a ferry boat. »11 claMes and conditions'oi 
men meet tb>-r» on terms of' equality. 
Some oome to «pciut their property ''to BO 
on Sunday exourtiorjsi'bnt "the 'great ma- 
jority take oat the things which have been 
pledged daring the week in anticipation of 
pay day.

From Land and Warn. 


Tbe elephant brought over in the Gala- 


tea by H. B. B. the Duke of Edinburgh 
is now in the eland house, at the Zoolo- 
gical Gardens. This elephant (hia nai 
is Tommy) is four years and seven months 
old, 
his height la six leet six inches, he b 


eleven feet girth, from front of the eye to 
root of tbe tail ha measures eight test, and 
b* weigh*, at a gua**, about two ton*. Ha 


wai bom ia the enclosed jungle, or ele- 
phant preserve, of Sir John Bahadoor. 
William Paton, a corporal of the Royal 
Marine Artillery, assisted at hi* capture, 
and, 
as a reward lor bis deeds and daring 


on thi* occasion, tbe Duke of Edinburgh 
bought his discharge and appointed him 
keeper to the elephant, which had been 
presented to His Boyal Highness. When 
the GalaUa was paid off at Davenport, a 
paasage to London was taken for the ele- 
phant. During- the-jonrney from Ply- 
month a sad accident happened. William 
Paton, tbe keeper of the elephant, lost 
hi* life while' performing tbe duty 
alloUd to him. 
I am indebted to my 


friend, A. D. Bartlett, resident superin- 
tendent of tbe Zoological Gardens, for the 
following account of thi* unfortunate ac- 
cident : The dimension* given ot the ele- 
phant show that he would easily go into 
an ordinary railway hone-box. A horse- 
box wss therefore procured, and tbe ele- 
phant, at the initroctionaot Paton, walked 
into it quietly enough. Thi. hone-box 
was originally made for four hone*; in 
order, therefore, to accommodate tbe ele- 
phant, the middle partition was taken out; 
tbe elephant, therefore, bad the space of 
two hones. P*toa trawled in the middlo 
oompartmeot with.ta* el«phat,.whiUJCr. 
Qluenoa Bartlett, t$e son and assistant of 
the •nperintendent at the Zoological, was 
on tb* rear tide of th* «l«jpta»t, and 
Smart, on« of the elephant keeper* at tb* 
garden*, wa* on the off »ide. 'Both men 
were behind the partition*, which were 
about four feet high, and could easily reach 
a •trong leather thong which was attached 
to the elephant'* ears, *o that he might be 
held if necessity required. 
The ele- 


phant'* head was placed toward the 
engine. Paton said when starting tbat 
be did not want Bartlett or Smart 
to hold the leather thongs, a* the elephant 
would lie down and go to sleep. A* soon 
as the train got ifto full speed the ele- 
phant began to plunge about and blow his 
trumpet, and shriek violently. He then 
turned sharp to bis right, broke down th* 
bar between him and (Smart, reared np on 
hia hind legs, put his feet against the little 
ventilator door in the horse-box, and broke 
it down. Clarence Bartlett then pulled 
hard oa the string attached to bis ear. 
Saaart pruned the elephant backwards and 
downward*, as well as be could, with hia 
bands. Smart luckily had bis elephant 
driving book with him. This is th* ordi- 
nary instrument which is slways used for 
driving the elephant in the garden. While 
Bartlett was pulling on the leathern, thong 
attached to the left ear of the elephant, 
Saiart placed the curve of the driving 
book behind th* thick part of th* right 
ear of tbe animal, and pressed upon it just 
enough to let the beast know it wa* there. 
Tbe 'driving book' is the ordinary 'bit and 
bridle' for holding and driving elephant*, 
and ia used both in, India and in England. 
Directly tbe elephant felt the book, and 
wa* much 
more 
quiet, and Smart 


was enabled to keep him in his place. 
Paton then cried out that he bad Rome 
bone* broken. Smart turned around and 
saw him titling on tbe board in front of 
the elephant. It must be remarked that 
the closed boree-box was as nearly dark a* 
could be, although it wa* almost daylight 
onUide. The only light wa* one lamp, 
which was hanging np in front of the box. 
Smart then left the elepbat controlled only 
by Mr. Bartlett's thong, went np to Paton, 
lifted him down, aad gave him *ome cold 
tea, for which he asked, and then returned 
to hi* sentryship over the eleghant. He 
did not bear Paton speak any more or 
make any sound. Tbey thought he was 
faint, though, alas! it waa death, not 
faintne**, that bad seized him. Bartlett 
and Smart then bad great difficulty to keep 
the elephant quiet, and it required all 
their determination and strength to do 
so. They could get no help till they got 
to Newton station, and even then, none 
ol the bystanders came forward to help 
them, as they were frightened at the ele- 
phat. At Newton station they got Paton 
out. They could not do so before, as New- 
ton was tbe first station where there was 
a platform on the rigid-hand aide of tbe 
hone-box, where tbe man was lying. It 
wss impossible to get him out before, be- 
cause the whole side of the horse-boi let 
down. Thib is the only door t} th* box, 
aad it cannot be unfastened or let down 
unless there is a railway platform on the 
same ride. At stations previous to New- 
ton, 
tbe platfotm is on the left side only. 


Both Bartlett and Smart feei aasnred that 
while the elephant was plunging about ia 
his fright, he squeezed, but not malicious- 
ly, Paton either against the end or side of 
the horee-boi, but neither of tbe men 
oould aee exactly what happened, a* it wa* 
too dark in the hone-box, and their atten- 
tion was fully taken np with attempts to 
quiet tbe-plnnging elephant. That the ele- 
phant was not spiteful they feel convinced, 
for if ha bad been spiteful he would have 
attacked all three men, and would proba- 
bly have killed them all, a* they could not 
possibly gel out of the horse-box. 
The 


beast would have attacked them with his 
trunk; bis tusks, four inches long, are too 
small to do much damage, whereas,'he 
never struck, or attempted to strike any- 
body with his trunk, though he seemed 
to be in great terror snd alarm. After the 
body of Paton was taken out of tbe horse- 
box, Barllett and Smart stood, by the 
elephant, holding him as well a* they 
oould, by means of the leathern thong in 
hi* ears, and the driving-book, until they 
arrived at Pttddington. They started at a 
quarter before eight in the evening, and 
arrived at Paddington at half-past five the 
following morning. On arriving at Pad- 
dington both men were thoroughly ex- 
hausted with the exbertion, anxiety and 
fright ot this long and terribly anxious 
night. When the train arrived at Pad- 
dingtor, Mr. B irtlett, Sr, met the elephant 
and tbe keepen. The side of tbe horse-box 
wa* let down on the railway platform, 
and the elephant walked out of it very 
quietly and gently. He was then led to 
tbe gardens by two men, a man walking 
out in front to caution driven: of hone* to 
get out of tbe way, for horse* are terribly 
afraid of elephants. Since he has been in 
tbe gardens tbe elephant baa never shown 
tbe slightest temper, but is quite amiable 
and gentle. I', u, therefore, quite evident 
tbat Paton'* death was purely accidental. 
The elephant wtw very fond of Paton, and 
knew him well. The man was injured 
probably internally—by tbe weight ot the 
elephant' crushing him as the animal was 
plunging wildly about in the bone-box 
trightened by the rattling of the wheels, 
shaking of the carriage, and whistle of the 
engine, all new and strange to him. The 
greatest credit is due to Mr. Clarence 
Bartlett and Mr. Smart for tbe de- 
termination and courage they showed in 
•ticking to the elephant under the 
above trying circumstance*, shut np as 
they were for nine hours with a terrified 
beast, through the dark ihours of the 
nighf, in a dark railway bone-box, run- 
ning at great speed. Tbe character ot all 
elephant* is that if the *nimal pereewe* 
that the persons in charge of him are at 
all timid, the beast will immediately take 
advantage and become unmanageable. It 
mast therefore be borne ia mind that ptr- 


well—the 
strength, 
snuahed 


sons who undertake the management of 
elephante, especially on a journey, are 
fully aware of the danger of deserting 
their charge even for one moment. In 
tbia eate, tor instance, if either Birdett or 
Smart bad exhibited tbe slightest lack of 
courage—and. they both knew elephante

out of tbe horse box. Who can tell what 
the consequences of this would have been.' 
for then the frightened animal would 
have been quite out of human control. 
Even if tbe elephant had not got loose, he 
would probably have killed both Bartlett 
and Smart, had they not showed them- 
aalvw to be master, of the situation— 
human mind against animal •trengtb. 
These men, thereiore, in tbe.most plucky 
and praise-worthy manner, risked their 
lives in the performance of tbe duties they 
had •jadertaken for H. B. H. th* Duke of 
Edinburg and the officer* and memban of 
tbe Zoological Society.

General Butler oa Railroad 


Ac« idems. 


General Butler ha* been freeing hi* 


mind on the subject of railroad accidents. 
H* has no cot.rldeuce in coroner's juries. 
The railroad cffiuials are to blame, and yet 
they tide in the same can and take the 
Mm* rii ki H other panacger*. The chief 
fault rest* with an imperfect railroad sys- 
tem. And to save it the engineers are nn< 
derpaid and imperfectly trained to" their 
trade and bu>ine»s. But it is not so much 
bow to ran • train as when, and the en- 
gineer 1* nuder the direction of the con 


dnetor, and the conductor has to abide the 
rale* of his company, and content himtelf 
with just snoh a track, jutt such rail?, 
bridge*, number of brakcmcn, j ast such 
signal* as the company dectate; so that after 
all the latent causes of accident lie deep 
in the system itself. But what General 
Butler says as to engineers hai a good 
deal of truth and tome application in it. 
The English preparatory course for pro 
feasionsand mechanical trades undoubtedly 
secure* better training and more export 
practitioners. There one must serve seven 
yean, and pass examination, and obtain a 
certificate of proficiency before he ia al- 
lowed to hold himself out to the public, or 
follow a liberal profession or trade. In this 
country tb» law erects no such barriers or 
safeguards. Competition is open to all for 
all positions.

American may, in individual caser, be a 
master of the art he professes,.but it it 
alto undeniable, that such a looee system, 
or want of system, of rigid requirement, is 
productive of much wide-spread mischief 
and evil.

No pilot ahull 
take into Boston harbor a valuable cargo, 
even although there may be no substantial 
risk to human life, unless he is fully pre- 
pared in hit profession and certificated to 
t« competent in his duty; yet the law has 
provided no certificate or means of obtain- 
ing one by the engineer who pilots 
through greater dangers thousands of 
moat valuable lives. Nay, we have not even 
the safeguud high price will command— 
high talent. Thu price for engineers is 
from |80 to $90 a month among the high- 
est class, scarcely more than a gentleman 
pay* hi* gardener to take care of bis fruits 
and flowers, and yet be daily commits his 
own life to the care of one needing the 
high qualities I have described, who re- 
ceive* the same pittance 
In wbat school 


i* the engine-driver taught ? Ninety out 
of a hundred of all the engineers in this 
country are simply promoted firemen. A 
man of ordinary intelligence commences 
firing an engine, throwing in wood, clean- 
ing the machine and ringing the bell. He 
fire* the engine for <ome years on a freight 
train, then 10 take fi> It-class expreas trims 
at night, at the rate of forty miles an 
hour, amid twenty-seven other trails, 
which may be late or early as the case may 
be. I by no means blame the firemnn 
desiring to be an engineer and receive 
an 
engineer's 
wages, or 
the 
en- 


gineer for boing unskilled or unfitted for 
hit place. They are not to blame. But it 
is the railroad*, who are raiting by tax on 
the pnblio travel their stocks to double 
value, that fall to pay the engineers 
enough to ensure the highest talent. My 
only wonder is, when, as I have often 
done, I have talked with the engine driv- 
en and found them so intelligent and so 
capable, that they should rick their lives 
and spend their energies for such a mere 
pittance. When I have seen superintend- 
ent*, ticket agent* and other employes o f 
the road receiving high salaries, I have 
thonght how forcibly nectssary it was that 
all this should be reversed. We pay the 
lowest clerks in oar departments at Wash- 
ington, the commonest inspector of our 
customs-house, whose duty it is to count 
tha number of buckets of salt or coal that 
an brought in a foreign ship, more than 
we pay our first-class engine drivers on 
the railroad*, into whose hands we trust 
our property and our lives.

The Appointing Power—Opin- 
ion ol Alioriicy General AcK- 
cruinii.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31, 1871.

To the President : 
Sin: You hare called for my opinion 


upon a certain qucs.ion profited by a 
body known an the Civil Service Commis- 
sion. That commission has been appointed 
under the ninth section of the not of con- 
gress, passed March 3d, 1S71, making ap 
propriations for sundry civil expanses of 
the government for the year ending June 
30th, 1872, and for other purposes, which 
is as follows : "That the President of the 
United States be and ha is hereby author- 
ized to prescribe such rules and regula- 
tions for the admission cf persons into tbe 
civil service of the United States as will 
best promote tbe efficiency thereof, and to 
ascertain the fitness of each candidate in 
respect to age, health, character, knowledge 
and ability for the branch of service into 
which he seeks to enter, and for this pur- 
pose the president is authorized to employ 
suitable persons to condnot said inquiries, 
to prescribe their duties and to establish 
regulations for the conduct of persons who 
may receive appointments in the civil 
service." The commission had under con- 
sideration the following resolution : 


Resolved, That we recommend to tbe 


president that all admissions to the civil 
service of tho United Statss, with such ex- 
ceptions as muy be specified, shall be de- 
termined by competive examination, open 
to all applioiuts who shall have satisfied 
the board ot' such preliminary examination 
in regard to health, age, character and 
such other qniilifiustiona, excepting poli- 
tical and roligiou* opinions, sa n:.ay bo re- 
quired. 


Objection wan made that the designa- 


tion of a single person for appointment by 
the board, uot established by the consti- 
tutional appointing power, would virtually 
veet appointment in tbe body unknown to 
the constitution. My opinion is asked 
upon the validity of this objection. I 
suppose that the icquiry relates only to 
those public employments known as 
officer, for no one could seriously contend 
there is n constitutional limit to the dis- 
cretion of congress in prescribing terms of 
admission to anch public employment!) as 
do cot come within this description. I sup- 
pose, also, that tbe phrase '•civil service" 
is used in distinction from the military 
and naval service. The objection is sub- 
stantially thie . That a rule, whether pre- 
scribed by congress or the president, in 
pursuance- of authority given by congress, 
that a vacant civil office must be given 
to the person who is found to stand fore- 
most in a competitive exammation,iu effect 
makes the judgea in that exarainntion the 
appointing power to that office, and this 
contravenes the constitutional provisions 
on tbe subject of appointments of civil 
service officer*. 
With reference to whom 


this question should be considered. 
Are 


theae all the officers, except Speaker of 
the House of Representatives and Presi- 
dent pro tern, of the Senate ? These, by 
Article L of the Constitution, section two 
and three, are to be chosen by the bodiei 
which they serve. Ambafsidors and other 
public ministers, and consuls and judgea 
of tbe supreme court, who are appoint id 
by the president after nomination to the 
Senate, and with the advice and consent 
of that body, and all other officers of tha 
United States who are to be appointed by 
tbe president under the same conditions, 
except inferior officers who, when ccmgrei* 
thinks proper, may be appointed by thj 
president alone, or by courts of law, or by 
head* of departments. [Article II, sec- 
tion 21 ] 


It la the opinion of Chief Justice Mar- 


shall that these prov.siona covered all 
officers of the United Scales and m»rine. 
[See tbe U. S. Brackecb irroughes reports, 
[ age 101 ] These provisions must be con- 
strued ad excluding all other modes of ap- 
pointment. Tbe senate and house of re- 
presentatives are choossra of their reapec 
live officers, and the president, with or 
without the concent of the senate, courts 
of Ittw and headaof departments, shall ap- 
point all other ofh'^era. These words: 
"Choose and appoint," aa used in the con- 
stitution, are of the same signification. In 
confining my attention for the sake ol 
brevity, t: tbe latter word, I ask, what 
doea it mean ? If to appoint ia merely to 
do a formal act, that i', to authenticate s 
selection not made by the appointing 
power, then there is no constitutional 
objection to the derignation of officers by 
competitive examination or any other 
mode of election whioh congress may pre- 
scribe or anthor'ze, but if the appointment 
implies tbe eieraie of judgment and will, 
the officers mnst b« selected according to 
the judgment and will cf the persons or 
body

selection, which

The president in appointing hia secretary,

responsible to contoienoe and the opinion 
of good citizens. As a further security 
they placed this power in the hands of 
those who would have particular interest 
in nsing it well. If a legislative body ia 
ill officerad the members cannot do their 
work with ease or advantage, therefcro 
each branch of congress chco-es ita offi- 
cers. Without efficient servitors -i court, 
of law ia impotent, therefore congress may 
vest appointments in courts. The first, 
need of the head of a department is a 
body of capable and trusty assistants, 
therefore 
congress 
may 
veet 
ap- 


pointmenls in 
the heads of depart- 


ments. 
In ull eases not thus provided 


for, appointment is wi'h the president, 
whose success in h:s weighty charge es- 
sentially depends on the compentency of 
the appointee. Thou the reason t for a 
constitutional provision. All forbid any 
judgment And «ill but thoae of the consti- 
tionnl appointing power, and should have 
Ipgftl operation in the matter of appoint- 
ment. The mopt important civil appoint- 
ments are made by the president, with the 
advice and consent of the senate. If con- 
gress can compel the president to nomi- 
nate a person selected by another, it can 
compel tho senate to advise and consent 
tc that nomination. If the foremost msn 
in the competitive lists ia entitled to office, 
that test must be conclusive upon all 
whose action is required to place him in 
office, and in fact the action ol all of them 
is merely formal, except in that of the 
judges in the test, but advice and consent 
imply the exaroiae of judgment and will, 
and ao does nominationkand so does ap- 
apoiutmcnt. There is this difference, that 
the judgment and will of the senate can 
regard only the person proposed by the 
president, while

there is no right in congress to constrain 
either to adopt the judgment and will of 
others. 
Such constraint frustrates the

though it might not be thought expedient 
to apply tha competitive test, if datab- 
lished, to appoint men in which the ajnate 
mnst concur, it should bo remembered 
that thtre is as much constitutional right to 
do so iu m the case of appiontments of 
other classes. When the appointment of 
an inferior offioer it vested in the presi- 
dent alone, hii individual sot accomplishes 
what u done by himself and the senate to- 
gether in the appointment of a snpurior 
offioer, and should be as independently 
performed as each p«t of tho compound 
process 
In the latter case the appointing 


power may avail itself of the judgment of 
oth»rs as one means of information for 
want of personal knowledge of the can-

the foundation of the government, but 


this his been done in discretion. I see no 
constitutional objection to tlie examining 
board rendering, not imperative judg- 
ments, but only aiding the appointing 
power wilh information. A legal objec- 
tion to follow the judgment of such board 
i« inconsistant with the constitutional in- 
dependence of the appointing power. This 
it admitted, but thia right to prescribe 
qualifications is limited by the neees»ity 
of leaving scope for the judgment and will 
of the person or body ia whom the consti- 
tution veata the power of 
appointment. 


All parts of the oonstitution whioh con- 
fer this power ar« aa valid 8« those parts 
from whioh congress derives the power to 
create, and one p^rt should not be sacri- 
ficed to another. An officer cannot be 
created except under the condition that it 
skull be filled according to constitutional 
rale. The legislation of the country from 
an early period bus been supposed to 
»uthorizo a different constitutional view 
from that which is herein expra-soi. A 
practical construction of the constitution 
by oongreip, saya the Supreme Court in 
Vemie Bank vs Fenxoe and Wallace Rep 
514, ia entitled to grant consideration and 
should be followed in all cases of doubt, 
but when a congressional construction is 
inconsistent with the plain meaning of 
the constitution as ascertained by autbori- 
tiro oanona, thnt moaning oannot be ovei- 
rulod by such construction. 
Congress 


has at vsrioua times authorized appoint- 
ments, independently of the president, in 
courts of law, or hosda of depirtmente, 
in departmental bur«au«, or the custom 
service, in the internal revenue service, in 
the land office, and in some other brunches 
of the civil service. It m\y he ounerved 
drat, that in those c»»a», nui'h u« (.boss of 
deputy marshals and deputy clerk*, the 
persona appointed Lru ruprcseut itivts of 
the officers who appoint them, and who in 
some partionlars are renpous'blo for their 
conduct, and perhaps it was considered by 
congress that the office waf substantially

appointments were

were not official in the constitutional sonsu 
of the term, and xaany employments now 
universally held to be official, were not 
esteemed anch at the outset, but with the 
growth of the government wore raised to 
that rank. Thus tbe force of legislation 
ia somewhat weakened, yet it can't bo 
termed that some of these take it for 
granted that congress u absolute in the 
matter of appointments. Such, however, 
is not the constitutional rule. Congress 
has power to distribute ati:j)leaaure the 
appointments of inferior officer* between 
the president, cour a of law and hoada of 
departments, or to vo^t such appointments 
exclusively in one or two of these deposi- 
tories, but it has not power to vest ap 
pointmeuta elsewhere, directly or indirect- 
ly. Attorney-Gsneral L. Legare says: 
Congress haa no power whatever to v»?t

authority but tbe president, the heads of 
departments or the judicial tribunals. H« 
also was of opinion that whers a ciintoni- 
honse officer ia app >inted by the collector, 
it ia with the approbation of tha secretary 
of the treesury. Tiis approbation is 
really tbe appointment, or eUd the appoint- 
ment ia null and v >id under the constitu- 
tion. So thesuprimr. court has held that a 
clerk appointed by the assistant treasurer, 
with the approbttion of tha secretary of 
the treasury, was appointed by the bead of 
tho department witum thu meaning of the 
constitutional provision on the subject of 
the appointing power. Attornry General 
Speed thought that a provision in the in- 
ternal revenue act of March ill, 1SG5, giv- 
ing to assessors the appointing power, waa 
clearly unconstitutional, and such appears 
to have been the opinion of congress itself 
when ita attention was callod to the sub- 
ject, for the act of January, 1806, repealed 
that provision and gave tbe appointment

I hive not 
diacnsied the statutes relating to promo- 
tion in the army and navy and the appoint- 
ment of ctdeta. Sjme of the provisions 
of these statutes have been seriously as- 
sailed as unconatitutionsl, and a defense 
of them bna been leas frequently veated on 
clausca in the oonstitatiou on thesutjeot 
of appointments th%n ou the power of 
congress to niuke rules for the government 
and regnlation of the land tnd naval 
forces. [See report of the ssuato commit- 
tee on Jlilitary AfiVrp, April 25th, 1862. 
Kilog, vol. 22, page 483, debate on civil aer- 
vire in the house of representatives, May, 
1870] Unless controlled by authority I 
should cot take thia power to embrace the 
subject of appointment?, and I only refer 
to it for the purpe«e of dhowiug that the 
claim m.itla tor Congress in relation to 
military a»d nnval appointments has been 
put on grounds not applicable to civil ap- 
pointments. Il more concerns us to ascer- 
tain what ia the constitutional rule than to 
learn whether that rule haa always bsen 
observed. Nineteen violations of tbe con- 
stitution do uot justify a twentieth. The 
present queilion in ita essence is, whither 
the appointing power belongs to con- 
gress or to those named in the constitution 
as depositories of that power, for if cou- 
grets can ordain that an offica shall be 
filled by a person whom the examiners 
pronounce the fittest, it can ordain that 
the office be filled by a person whom 
congress judges fittest and may directly 
appoint ita favorite. Tbe constitutional 
aspect of the matter is not changed by tbs 
suggestion that congress might prescribe 
precepts on which examiners should j udgs, 
and might vary and apply them at pleas- 
ure, and the objections would not ba re- 
moved by interposing the formal action of 
the constitutional appointing power. Ac 
enactment that the president shall appoint 
to certain offices cne adjudged by tbs ex- 
•iminera to be fittest, is not different in 
constitutional principle from an enact- 
ment that he shall appoint John Du>e to that 
offi"», for in neither case are his judgment 
and will called into sxercise.

that tbe appointing power resorts to this 
test aa a way of finding out the. finest p-r- 
ton for the vacant effi :e, and not, bound to 
abid* by it if sitiffiod the appointment of 
another would best serve the public inter 
etta. In short, thn test of competitive ex- 
amination may be resorted to in order to 
inform tbe oonfcipnco of ths appointing 
power, but cannot bi made legally con- 
clusive upon that, power againat ita own 
judgment and will. 


The other question proposed by the 


commissioners ia this : M ly the president, 
under the not by which thii board is or- 
ganized, regulate the exercise of the ap- 
pointing power now vested iu tha heads of 
departments or in courts of law so aa to 
restrict appointments to a class of persons 
whoae qualifications or fitness shall have 
been determined by tha examiners inati 
tnted independent of the appointing 
power ? My opinion is that he msy. 
Though the appointing power alone can 
designate an individual for office, either 
congresi by direct legislation or the presi-
